DETAILED ACTION 

I. Action Summary 

Receipt of the remarks and amendments filed on September 24, 2008 and 
November 24, 2008 are acknowledged. According to Applicant's request for 
amendment of inventorship filed on November 24, 2008, the inventorship has been 
amended to include J. Scott Sawyer as co-inventor of the invention claimed. Claims 5- 
10 and 12-13 are currently pending. Claims 1-4, 11 and 14 were canceled by Applicant. 
Claims 5-10 and 12-13 are now in condition for allowance. 

II. Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

III. Reasons for Allowance 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. The rejection of claims 5-9, 1 1 and 13 under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Sawyer et al. (WO 02/094833 with priority filing date of May 24, 2001 ) 
and Beight et al. (US Patent 7,087,626B2) is withdrawn in view of the Applicants' 
amendment. 

2. The rejection of claims 5-13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Sawyer et al. (WO 02/094833 with priority filing date of May 24, 2001 ) and Beight et al. 
(US Patent 7,087,626B2) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's statement showing that 
Sawyer et al., Beight et al. and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was 
made, subject to an obligation of assignment to Eli Lilly ad Company. See MPEP 
706.02(l)(1). 

The closest prior art are Sawyer et al. and Beight et al. (used in the previous 
action), however, they are owned by the same assignee. None of the prior art 
anticipated, or rendered obvious, the products as described in this application. 
Therefore, claims 5-10 and 12-13 are allowable .
